NEW MAN NAMED FOR THE GOVERNORSHIP

Old State Platform on Finances Is Re- 
jected and Free Coinage Given 
Proper Recognition. 
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Waterville, Me., August 6.—The Pine Tree 
State democracy today turned a perfect 
gomersault amid the plaudits of the state 
convention. Old lamps were formally 
changed for new ones and the former gold 
platform of the state was changed to sil- 
ver. 

A silver successor was chosen for the 
gold candidate for governor named at the 
first convention and the convention pledged 
itself in a resolution to the support of the 
nominees of the Chicago convention. 

Chairman George F. Hughes called the 
convention to order exactly at noon. J. L. 
Thompson, I’. W. Plaised and F. J. Wilson 
were appointed secretaries. Rev. J. F. 
Rhodes offered prayer. Mr. Hughes intro- 
duced John Scott, of Bath, as the perma- 
nent chairman. There was loud applause, 
Mr. Scott is one of the two Maine delegates 
to Chicago who voted for free silver. He is 
a silver man and is close to Sewall, being 
in partnership with Sewall’s son Harold. 
He understands Mr. Sewall’s views per- 
fectly and is in thorough sympathy with 
the vice presidential candidate. 

Chairman Scott thanked the delegates and 
said their greeting led him to believe they 
approved of his course at Chicago. He was 
cheered. He felt confident they could put 
up a fight honorable to themselves and 
encouraging to their brethren all over the 
country. (Applause.) 

The committee on credentials reported 390 
delegates present. 

Hon. B. F. Torrey of Bath, was intro- 
duced. He said his hearers had reason to 
take courage. It was their duty to do 
everything for harmony and bring out the 
vote. He had a man in view who would 
fill the bill, who was in accord with the 
platform. 

He then named Hon, W. P. Frank, of 
Portland. There was applause and Hon. L. 
Staples, of Washington, rose to place Hon. 
E. F. Hanson in nomination. Mr. Staples 
said the country was entering upon the 
most memorable struggle since 1861. It be- 
hooved everybody to put aside personal 
preferences und listen to the sentiment of 
wage-earners of the state. This was no 
year for politicians. The people had con- 
trol of the campaign. Never before was 
there such an upheaval; such a time when 
politicians were so little heeded.

Columbus, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—One 
hundred and twelve convicts from the 
Chattahoochee camps near Atlanta passed 
through Columbus this morning en route 
to Bainbridge, Ga., near which place they 
Will be placed on a turpentine farm and at 
& sawmill. 

The crowd came down on a special train 
over the Georgia Midland railroad, and 
here took the steamer Flint for Bain- 
bridge. : 

As they marched through the streets of 
the city, chained and escorted by heavily 
armed guards, they presented a spectacle 
not often seen in Columbus, All but four- 
teen of the convicts were colored, and 
their terms of imprisonment ranged from 
One year to a lifetime. They were leased 
by the Chattahoochee Brick Company. 
Among its striped members, marching 
along under frowning guns, and with the 
eyes of vigilant guards upon him, was a 
person well known in Columbus. It was 
“Colonel” Harris, the negro murderer of 
Mr. Tom Jarrett.

Southern Delegates Want To Vote! for 
Mark Hanna's Man. 


BALLARD, OF ATLANTA, TALKS 


Says He Is for a Third Ticket, but His 
Followers Are Not. 


STRANGE STORY OF PARTY INFIDELITY 


Significant Feature Is That Cleveland 
Has Offered No Indorsement. 
Third Ticket Chances Slim. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 6.—A canvass 
made tonight of the sentiments of the 
thirty-five committeemen who will be in 
tomorrow’s “sound money’ democratic 
meeting shows that twenty-nine of them 
will favor another convention and ticket. 
The six who are opposed include Texas, 
Georgia and Alabama, 

The northern states of the west of mid- 
dle west, where the fighting ground fs 
supposed to be, are in favor of a new 
ticket. This will be decided upon at to- 
morrow’s meeting and a sub-committee will 
be appointed to draw up an address to the 
“sound mroney”’ democrats of the country, 
giving the reasons why a third ticket is 
necessary. 

This will be adopted at Saturday’s meet- 
ing of the committee and the time and 
place of holding the convention will then 
be fixed. It will probably be held during 
the first week in September. 

Much comment is excited by the attl- 
tude of the eastern leaders. While all 
the eastern states, except New Jersey and 
Delaware, will be represented at tomor- 
row’s meeting, they will not be represent- 
ed by party leaders nor by men who have 
the party organizations behind them. 
Neither Mr. Cleveland nor any of the men 
close to him have spoken a word of en- 
couragement for the nfovement as yet. 

Along with the Texas delegates are M. 
L. Crawford, of Dallas, and J. H. Smith, 
of Fort Worth. 

“Down in our state,’ said Mr. Smith, 
“the gold men have allied themselves with 
this or that party, and the ‘sound money’ 
faction has been almost obliterated. There 
has been too much delay and I do not 
think that action at this time will bring 
out the full strength of the movement.” 

It is apparent that there will be not a 
little opposition to a third ticket coming 
from the southern and eastern. states 
where the “sound money” denmfocrats pre- 
fer to “take their medicine straight,’” as 
they express it, and vote for McKinley. 

Said Mr. Ballard, of Atlanta: 

I, myself, think a third ticket is a 
good thing, but the most of our people 
in Georgia do not believe in it. They 
want to see Bryan defeated and be- 
lieve that the surest way of doing it is 
by voting for McKinley. Tne eastern 
people, so far as I can learn, feel very 
much the same way. Another point 
that holds them back is that by declar- 
ing for a third ticket they might lose 
their hold upon the organization, and 
once they should lose that they would 
be practically out of politics. I want 
to make “sound money’ speeches in 
the campaign, but I would rather do it 
in behalf of a straight ‘‘sound money” 
democratic ticket than for a republican 
candidate.

“Our people,’’ said Colonel H. G. Simms, 
of West Virginia, “fare unanimous in their 
demand for a straight democratic ticket 
and platform meeting their honest money 
views.

PINGREE IS THE NOMINEE 


Required Three Ballots To Name the 
Party’s Choice. 


HEAVY BLOW TO THE M’MILLAN MACHINE 


State Ticket Has Been Selected and the 
Party Is Hopeful of a Victory 
in November. 
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Grand Rapids; Mich., August 6.—Notwith- 
Standing the centinued heat and humidity, 
Lockerby hall was again packed with del- 
egates and spectators when Chairman Gid- 
dings rapped the republican state conven- 
tion to order at 9:30 o’clock this morning for 
its second day’s session. 

The St. Clair delegation question was first 
taken up and the convention by a viva voce 
vote sustained its action of last night, seat- 
ing both contesting delegations, giving each 
delegate half a vote. 

Benton Hanchett, of Saginaw, Bliss ad- 
herent, appealed from the ruling of the 
chair on the question, but the convention, 
by an overwhelming vote, laid the appeal 
on the table. This emphasized Mayor Pin- 
gree’s victory of last night, and his ad- 
herents received the result of the vote with 
much applause. Delegates then took the 
floor to second the nomination of different 
candidates. Seconding speeching occupied 
nearly an hour. At 10:45 roll call was or- 
dered for nomination for governor. First 
ballot official resulted, Pingree 339, Bliss 
286, O’Donnell 83, Wheeler 47, Aiken 56, 
Conant 22. 

The second ballot also resulted in no 
choice vote. It was as follows: Pengree 358, 
Bliss 298, O'Donnell 78, Aiken 49, Wheeler 
J44, Conant 17. Necessary to choice 417. 

The third ballot was taken amid much 
excitement. There were many changes, 
and when the ballot was finally announced 
Pingree lacked only twelve votes of a nom- 
ination. 

The totals on the fourth ballot were as 
follows: Pingree 449, Bliss 290, O’ Donnell 75, 
Aiken 17, Conant 2. 

Pingree’s nomination was then made 
unanimous. Great demonstration followed 
the announcement of the nomination of 
Mayor Pingree, which was led by his ad- 
herents., 

After the convention had calmed down a 
motion to adjourn until 4 o’clock was put 
and declared carried and the convention ad- 
journed. 

ml concied of McMillan Machine. 
The Womination of Mayor Pingree is a 
direct blow at the McMillan machine, which 
held control of republican politics in Mich- 
igan for nearly ten years, and probably 
means its overthrow. 

McMillan has bitterly opposed Pingree’s 
political advancement since the latter first 
made his appeatance in local politics in De- 
troit, and the two have been bitter political 
enemies, The senator was at the head of 
the republican state committee when Pin- 
gree was turned down in his gubernatorial 
aspirations two years ago. D. M. Ferry, 
the new chairman of the state central 
committee, is also a bitter political oppo- 
nen of Pingree and a majority of the com- 
mittee is also opposed to him. 

Pingree, however, built up a strong ma- 
chine in Detroit and Wayne county and by 
his anti-corporation speeches gained a 
great personal folowing among the farm- 
ers and poorer classes of people throughout 
the state. This following was successfully 
organized by Albert Pack, president of the 
Detroit railway, the first three-cent-a-mile 
railway in the United States, in the mayor’s 
behalf. 

It is claimed that on account of the may- 
or’s great personal following that Michi- 
gan, which was supposed to be in the 
doubtful column this year, will be taken 
out of it and will go republican as usual.

When the convention re-assembled at 4 
o’clock the state ticket was completed as 
follows:

CANNOT BE CITIZENS. 


Tribal Relations with the Creek In- 
dians Cannot Exist. 

Perry, O. T., August 6.—By a decision 
handed down by Judge Adams, chief justice 
of the supreme court of the Creek nation, 
the names of over seventeen hundred ne- 
groes are stricken from the rolls of citi- 
zenship of the nation. 

The decision holds that the action of the 
Indian ‘council, after the passage of the 
emancipation act by the United States, in 
admitting the negroes to tribal relations 
was unconstitutional and therefore at this 
time invalid, 

Since the passage, of this act these ne- 
groes have drawn in annuities from the 
Creek government over a million dollars, 
have held positions of trust and have im- 
proved their farms. From the decision of 
the court there is no appeal.

Mott Says White Metallists Can’t Be 
Republicans Any Longer. 
Raleigh, N. C., August 6.—(Special.)—Dr.

Hanye stated yesterday that while he had 
not given up all hopes of escaping the gal- 
lows, yet if he had to die, he would mount 
the scaffold without a tremor and would 
die like a man. He says he does not dread 
death, and believes his sins have been for- 
given. 

“?t have forgiven all my enemies,”’ said he 
yesterday, “and I bear no malice towards 
anyone. I do not blame the governor for 
what he did. He is a good man and, of 
course, he was doing what he thought wis 
right. It looks rather dark for me now, but 
it may be possible that something will turn 
up to give me 2 life sentence. 

Hanye prays in his cell every morning. 
Less profanity is heard than heretofore and 
the other prisoners have great respect for 
the condemned man’s devotions. His 
friends are proving their loyalty to him in 
his last hours and his cell is filled with 
good things to eat. He receives but few 
visitors and spends nearly all his time 


studying his Bible. 
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STRANGE SOUTHERN STORIES. 


Another mammoth cave has been dis- 
covered in Kentucky. James Hoarinc, I. 
N. Ingram and John H. Hurst made an 
exploration of a cave at the limestone 
quarry rear Pineville. They report going 
into the earth half a mile and finding a 
small lake some tighteen or twenty feet 
square, of ice water. They brought out 
with them some stalactites and other pe- 
culiar formations, It is at present wet and 
muddy, and after leaving the entrance and 
going back about one hundred feet, one 
comes to a precipice about twenty-five or 
thirty feet high, and down which people 
must let themselves with a rope or ladder.

What the Populists Will Accept 
Today in Convention as the 
Declaration of Their Party. 


The pepulists are getting up a platform 
which is designed to pe vote catching in 
every plank. 

It will surprise the old parties when it 
comes forth upon the floor of the conven- 
tion. The committee on resolutions spent 
four hours on it yesterday afternoon, Last 
night subcommittees worked on other 
planks, and this morning the whole ccm- 
mittee will be up early, eat a hurried break- 
fast and begin the session by 7:30 o'clock. 

At least two planks are yet to be de- 
cided upon, and there may be others, The 
greatest discussion yesterday aftarnoon 
was over the prohibition plank. A. A. 
Murphy led the fight for a strong, clear- 
cut anti-l'quor declaration. He had strong 
opposition. The struggle lasted for a long 
time. 

Finally a plank was drafted declaring 
against barrooms and in favor of anti- 
liquor legislation. A substitute was offered 
containing, among other provisions, a sort 
of dispensary arrangement for the sale of 
liquor without profit to the state. The 
substitute was lost by a vote of 11 to 12. 
There will be a minority report on the 
liquor plank and probably a fight on the 
floor of the convention. In that event it 
is hard to say what the result will be; but 
it is predicted by some of the more promi- 
nent leaders that the majority report will 
be adopted. Mr. Seaborn Wright, who will 
be nominated today for governor, was in 
conference up to midnight with Chairman 
Yancey Carter and other members of the 
committee. They discussed this plank, and 
it may be re-written somewhat before it 
is reported today. 

When the plank is reported it will like- 
ly contain a provision excepting all coun- 
t'es now under prohibition from any con- 
templated legislation, One of the dele- 
gates who seemed to know what the com- 
mittee had been doing, pronounced the 
anti-barroom plank as anything but pro- 
hibition. 

Most of the planks will be short.

One of the Incidents of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s Career. 

The precise date of the opening of Den- 
ton Offutt’s store is notgknown. We only 
know that on July 8, 188% the county com- 
missioner’s court of Sangamon county 
granted Offutt a license to retail merchan- 
dise at New Salem, for which he paid $5, 
a fee which supposed him to have $1,000 
worth of goods in stock.

on the brink of the hill, almost over the 
river, according to a writer in McClure’s 
Magazine. 

The frontier store filled a unique place. 
Usually it was a “general store,’’ and on 
its shelves were found most of the articles 
needed in a community of pioneers. But 
to be a place for the sale of dry goods and 
groceries was not its only function. It was 
a kind of intellectual and social center, It 
was the common meeting’ place of the 
farmers, the happy refuge of the village 
loungers. 

No subject was unknown there. The 
habitues of the place were equally at home 
in talking politics, religion or sport. Stories 
were told, jokes were cracked and laughed 
at, and the news contained in the latest 
newspaper finding its way into the wil- 
derness was discussed. Such a store was 
that of Denton Offutt. Lincoln could hard- 
ly have chosen surroundings more favor- 
able to the highest development of the art 
of story telling, and he had not been there 
long before his reputation for drollery was 
established. 

A man came to the store one day who 
used profane language in the presence of 
ladies. Lincoln asked hinr to stop, but the 
man persisted, swearing that nobody should 
prevent his saying what he wanted to. The 
woman gone, the man began to abuse Lin- 
coin so hotly that the latter finally said, 
coolly: 

“Well, if you must be whipped, I suppose 
man,’ and going outdoors with the fellow 
he threw him on the ground and rubbed 
smartweed in his eyes until he bellowed 
for mercy. New Salem's sense of chivalry 
was touched and enthusiasm over Lincoln 
increased, 

His honesty excited no less admiration. 
Two incidents seem to have particularly 
fmpressed the comrmunity. Having discoy- 
ered on one occasion that he had taken 
6% cents too much from a customer he 
walked three miles that evening after his 
storé was closed to return the money, 

Again, he weighed out a half pound of 
tea, as he supposed. It was night and this 
was the last thing he did before closing 
up. On entering in the morning he discev- 
ered a four-ounce weight on the scales, He 
saw his mistake, and, closing up shop, 
hurried off to deliver the remainder of

At the Ante-Conventioa Caucus 
Hines Urges Gambrell and 
the Latter’s Boom Rises. 


Promptly at 9 o’clock the morning caucus, 
which had@ been advertised the night before 
as the preliminary to the big convention at 
noon, was called to order by Major Charles 
E, ‘McGregor, of Warren county. 

He rapped his gavel sharply and the de- 
legates rapidly took their seats. The hall 
of the house of representatives was more 
than fill.d with the wearers of the red. 

Major McGregor opened proceedings by 
explaining his connection with the caucus 
at the Jackson hotel. He presided at the 
first caucus hel, which adjourned without 
doing anything, to mect at 9 o’clock the 
following morning in the capitol. 

Frank Saffold, of Emanuel, had attended 
the second caucus which agreed on Judge 
Hines for governor and he did not under- 


stand by what authority McGregor held 
the gavel. He had just entered the cham- 
ber and had not heard McGregor’s explana- 
tion. 

Thinking that something was wrong and 
that some political trick might be in the 
air Saffold at once made an effort to de- 
pose Major McGregor. This at once prompt- 
ed a row and affairs took a lively turn at 
once which gave promise of much excite- 
ment. Saffold had blood in his eye, but 
things cooled down after a short wrangle 
and (McGregor held on to his gavel. 

Colonel W. A. Poe, of Bibb, took

floor. He made a stirring speech telling | 


the populists that they had the right to 
demand of the democrats that they come 
to taw. ““‘We have played second fiddle 
long enough,” he said. ‘‘We selected their 
president as our candidate and now it is 
their turn to indorse our candidate for vice 
president.

(Cheers.) 

Joe Blance, of Cedartown, who called 
the night caucus at the Jackson hotel, was 
called on by the chairman to tell his 
reasons for so doing. 

“My reasons,’ said Blance, ‘‘were that 
I was prompted by a desire to come to 
some conclusion among ourselves whereby 
we could make the democrats tote fair

and support Watson. I had no interest 
in any individual candidate, and when the 
caucus took this turn it was contrary te 
my wishes. I am a strictly middle of the 
road populist, and it goes against the 
grain with me to support Bryan under any 
circumstances, but when his crowd re- 
fuses to support Watson, then I think it 
is about time for us to retaliat.” (Ap- 
mause.) 


Murphey Attacks Clay and Atkinson. 

Azmon Murphey, of Pike, then stuck in 
his oar. He said he was fighting for the 
defeat of the democrats first of all. He 
paid his respects to Steve Clay and Gov- 
ernor Atkinson with gloves off, and de- 
nounced the democratic party in a way 
that aroused the populists to a high state 
of delectation. They howled and cheered 
and stamped their feet in a delirium of 
delight. ‘“‘Give it to ’em! Give it to ‘em!’ 
they cried. 

Murphey continued to lay down the pop- 
ulist doctrine and ended by urging harmony 
and the selection of a gubernatorial can- 
didate that would be acceptable to all 
classes of populists. 

There were loud cries for Hines at this 
juncture, and the former nominee for the 
governorship on the populist ticket ad- 
vanced toward the speaker’s desk. The 
crowd stopped its buzzing and listened ea- 
gerly to hear what Hines would say. He 
had promised his answer to this caucus 
to the invitation conveyed to him from the 
night caucus tendering him support in 
case he would accept the nomination for 
governor. That answer was what the 
delegates had been waiting for rather im- 
patiently during the few speeches that 
had just been heard. Every one was ea- 
ger to know whether he would accept or 
decline to stand for the nomination. 

Judge Hines, before satisfying the doubts 
of the delegates as to his position, moved 
that a commiitee of two from each con- 
gressional district be appointed to map 
out a programme to be followed by the 
convention. Then he walked boldly into 
his theme. 

Hines Refuses To Be a Candidate. 

“I do not think you will consider me 
egotistical when I say I believe you would 
give me the nomination if I should now 
express a willingness to be your candi- 
date,’’ said Judge Hines. “I appreciate this 
generosity on your part with all my heart. 
I should consider the nomination a great 
honor, and would be proud to serve you 
as a gubernatorial candidate if such a 
thing were possible, but it is not. For rea-

Leader of Howlers Proves a Great Ad- 
junct to the Palmetto State 
Campaign.

Columbia, S. C., August 6.—(Special.)—At 
Orangeburg the joint debate was 
comparatively orderly, only because warn- 
ings to keep off the toes of candidate was 
heeded, and the howlers massed about the 
stand did not have an opportunity to get 
in their work, 

During Whitman's speech there 
some ugly language indulged in. 

Before the meeting began the following 
resolutions, prepared by friends of Gov- 
ernor Evans, were presented the candi- 
dates: 

“We, the democrats of Orange county, 
request the candidates for state and Nna- 
tional offices to refrain from any personal 
allusions to the character and record of 
their opponents; that they be requested to 
speak on issues of the day and their own 
records as public officers; that we discoun- 
tenance all recrimination and vituperation; 
that we be allowed to support such men as 
we deem best for the good of the state 
without any suggestions from candidates.” 

Mr. Duncan, candidate for the senate, 
asked if these resolutions were adopted by 
the executive committee. On being told 
that they were not official, he replied that 
he would have to show up Evans’s record, 
but there were men massed in front of 
the stand who were determined he should 
not do so. They had a leader, James Jones 
by name, who sat on the stand and con- 
tinually warned Duncan to keep on the 
issues. When Duncan approached his 
main issue, the charges of corruption 
against Evans, Jones would say, ‘‘Down him 
boys if-he gets on personalities.’’ 

So Duncan was cut off from using most 
of his ammunition. He was asked by per- 
sons in the crowd whether he had not sold 
a mule after mortgaging it, and made a 
dishonest sale of lumber to the commis- 
Sioners of Newberry county. Duncan at- 
tributed these questions to Evans’s prompt- 
ing, and said he let the people of his home, 
Newberry, answer for his honor. 

Karle was interrupted a little at first, 
but soon obtained an attentive hearing. 
At the close of his speech he said that 
only ignorant people supported Evans. 
Karle said he favored dispensaries prop- 
erly conducted, but deprecated their power 
being used in politics for any man. 

Governor Evans made a milder speech 
than usual. He would not, he said, leave 
as much 4s a greasy spot of his two com- 
petitors on election day, August 25th. He 
was going to Washington on the fast ex- 
press, 

When Walt Whitman, candidate for gOvV- 
ernor, was introduced, the crowd began 
howling for Ellerbe, one of his opponents, 
wno was absent. Whitman said he was 
sick and if they howled at him as thev 
had been dome at other meetings, he would 
leave the stand and ask decent, God-fear- 
ing people to go with him. Whitman was 
continually interrupted and -retorted hotly 
to some of nis tormentors. 

‘“D—n him,” said Jj. N. Jones, to the 
chairman, when that individual tried to 
set order, “he can’t come here and talk 
about us.” 

“You smell rancid,” “‘Who is paying your 
expenses?" were samples of shots fired at 
Whitman.

THE CONSTITUTION, always in the front 
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The Spirit of Democracy. 

One of the most gratifying signs of 
the times is the revival of the latent 
spirit of democracy. 

Political parties of all Kinds are apt 
to fall into the routine of mere machine 
politics, and when ‘in this condition to 
be utilized by unscrupulous men for aims 


the party so used. It has been the fate 
of the democratic party to fail into this 
condition on occasions, and to appear 
for a time to have departed from the 
great work which it has undertaken to 


do for the general good of the common 
people. But at the proper time there 
always comes a revival of popular in- 
terest, an infusion of innate patriotism 
which shakes off the barnacles’ by 
which the ship of state has been almost 
stranded, and enables it to enter the 
port Safely with all flags fiving, freighted 
with the hopes and ambitions of a new- 
born and regenerated people. 

When, in the year 1800. Jefferson was 
landed in the white house as the result 
of a great popular uprising, in which the 
men in the militia districts, throwing 
aside political leaders and political mar- 
plots, spoke out boldly and bravely and 
proceeded to back up their demand with 
their votes, it illustrated how this spirit 
buoys up and carries on the ship of 
state over troubled waters and into 
havens of security. Many other such 
examples might be cited in which the 
democracy as the agent of the people has 
performed its work well aud _ thor- 
oughly. 

Within the memory of living men, 
after a great war had prostrated the 
ideas of personal freedom, it was left 
for the democratie party to teach again 
the lesson of personal rights, of state 
rights, of national rights, drawing the 
distinction between each and permitting 
the invasion of neither. Within the 
persent summer we have seen the re- 
juvenated democracy repeat the lesson 
So often given before. We have seen a 
party which only a year ago was spirit- 
less and dead, without hope for the fu- 
ture or ambition to live, become at cnee 
Dbouyant, rejuvenant, full of life and 
energy, claiming the right of way in the 
great national procession and attracting 
to itself the intelligent republicans, the 
mass of the populist voters and all others 
who have at heart the welfare and in- 
tegrity of the country. 

There must be some special rejuvenant 
which so startled up the slumbering 
body and made it So full of life and ac- 
tivity. That question was the free ecoin- 
age of both gold and silver. It was a 
question which had its origin in the 
hearts of the people, of the men between 
the plow handles, and found the demo- 
cratic party the machinery through 


which to reach the culmination of their 


hopes. 

In this country, as in every other, there 
can be but two great political parties. 
There may at times be subdivisions on 
other and minor questions, but after all 
the division of party and party 
comes to a plain answer of yea or nay, 
and there is no room for prolonged di- 
vision. These parties are necessarily di- 
vided, the one championing the cause 
of centralized government, of aggregated 
wealth, of corporate greed, holding up 
the banner of the classes and laying the 
burdens upon the mass of people as if 
they were to be: governed by being 
driven and held down. This duty the 
republican party has undertaken and 
will hold. The force opposing this con- 
tention will be that calling for popular 
rights, for the freedom of the masses, 
for the welfare of all the peopie as 
against a few, for humanity as against 
corporate encroachment. The demo- 
cratic party bas always been the cham- 
pion of this idea, so that it may be taken 
for granted that the great influences of 
the country will always be wrapped in 
‘pne or the other, and in the suc of 
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the one or the other will depend the 
greatness of the country. 

The rich and the great do not want an 
income tax because it makes them bear 
their just share of the government. 
They prefer that the revenue of the 
government sliould be forced out of 
the toil and sweat of the laboring mil- 
lions. The democratic party deals with 
men irrespective of their holdings. It 
looks upon a man as he comes from. the 
hand of nature as the product of God, 
endowed with sensibility, equal in every 
respect to every other man, even though 
millions may be concentrated in him. 
The attempt, therefore, to divide the 
army of freemen when standing in 
ranks, facing the enemy, can only pro- 
ceed from those who wis) to wreck their 
cause. 
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The Record Produced. 


One of the most virulent enemies of 
the democracy today is The Louisville 
Courier-Journal. There is hardly an is- 
sue of that paper which does not attack 
the party, its candidates and its princi- 
ples. 

Yet the very principles¢for which this 
sheet is now attacking the party are the 
ones which it advocated for years in the 
strongest language. In the issue of The 
Courier-Journal of June 10, 1896, there 
is found a leadibg editorial in which 
these principles are laid down: 

1. That the demonetization of siiver 
Which has prevailed for some years up 
to this writing, both in the United States 
and in Europe, has had the effect of ad- 
vancing gold about 40 per cent. 

2. That this has been accomplished by 
depressing the value of all other proper- 
tv to that extent. 

o. That about 40 per cent of the property 
and producing resources of the people 
have thus been transferred to a com- 
paratively small class of men whose 

‘Stock in trade is ggld investment. 

4. That in the exact proportion as gold 
has risen the burden of debt and taxa- 
tion has been increased, and that in 
proportion as property.and labor have 
declined the capacity of the people te 
pay their debts and taxes has decreased. 

5. That the silver discount is creating 
a benus of over 30 per cent in favor of 
the farm productions of India and Asia, 
while that extent it’ cheapens the 
wheat, cotton and various other produc- 
tions of the United States. 

6. That these lamentable conditions 
have been produced by anti-silver. legis- 
lation. 

7. That they can be undone and prosper- 
ity restored by pro-silver legislation. 

The Courier-Journal then on to 
defend the principles quoted above, and 
Says:

Now here are seven propositions, any 
of which, if true, certainly proves that 
the-silver situation is a matter of in- 
tense and universal importance. If so, 
Why is not the matter forced upon the 
public attention day after day by all the 
newspapers in the land which are not 
Owned body and breeches by the money 
kings or the gold conspiracy? If they 
(or either of them) are not true, why do 
they not prove it and put the whole 
question to rest once for all. If. any 
paper in New York or Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, St. Louis, Cineinnati or 
New Orleans can successfully controvert 
either of these propositions it will ren- 
der the public valuable service by doing 
So at once. If they cannot controvert 
either of propositions they are 
obviously conniving at a gizantic fraud 
and wrong, which cannot possibly 
exist with any degree of prosperity. If 
any or alli of the propositions are true, 
the honest journalist with the capacity 
to understand the principles involved 
cannot consistently abstain from. give 
ing the greatest publicity possible. 

We challenge the editors of the papers 

mentioned, and of any others, to point 
out an single flaw or error’ in 
any proposition. of the seven, and 
if this can't be done, we ask, 
in the name of the people, what in- 
terests they are serving and what con- 
sideration, in kind and amount, they are 
receiving in conniving at the iniquity. 
It will be worth a yreat deal to the 
country if those- papers will prove all 
the propositions stated are either true 
or false, and public should not be 
content until the press is awake to the 
Sense of its pubiic duty, to its depend- 
ence on public support, and to its be- 
trayal or ignoring of its ostensible of- 
lice of public advertiser in chief. 
It will thus be seen how unconscionable 
is the position at present maintained by 
The Courier-Journal. The owners of the 
paper are the same men who held it in 
ISSG; the conditions mentioned have only 
grown worse, from the ratio of 40 per 
cent to that of 50 per cent. Still in the 
face of all that it has said, without a 
single apology for its past course, 
Without a _ single reason for its 
departure from a_ policy which it 
alwayS impressed upon the _ people 
of the country, it now goes out 
and attacks the party for adopting 
the very principles which it had urged 
for so long. When a man of mature 
years, of graye discretion, who has de- 
voted years to the study of a subject, 
takes the position as above and defends 
it, season in and season out, then sud- 
denly abandons it at the bidding of 
some secret power, is it any wonder 
that he should be regarded with suspi- 
cion, and the change should be 
cribed to reasons not always creditable. 
In another part of The Courier-Journal it 
has this to say: 
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The Courier-Journal has been devot- 


ing a large amount of space, week after 
week, to the discussion of the silver 
situation in its relations to the interests 
of the United States. Most of the news- 
papers of tne United States have taken 
but little-notice of the matter; many do 
not refer to it at all, and no other daily 
except The Courier-Journal, in any part 
of the union, is treating it with any de- 
gree of that earnestness and persistence 
which should imply it is recognized by 
leading minds as a question of infinite 
moment, and of immediate and intense 
practical significance to the welfare of 
all classes of citizens. Such is the magni- 
tude of the question and such its practi- 
cal bearing upon the interests of al] 
men, and we find the whole American 
press ignoring it. 
In the above quotation there is one mis- 
take to which we desire to call attention. 
At the very time that The Courier- 
Journal was thus valiantly fighting for 
the cause of silver, a°perfect “silver 
loon.” to use its present contemptuous 
terin, The Constitution was urgently dis- 
cussing. the matter, as it has ever since 
gone. In fact, the editorial columus 
of ‘The Constitution, in the earlv and late 
Seventies, read as though they were 
Written in the present time. We were 
then defending the cause ™ silver as 
being the cause of the people) We have 
stood by the people in the changes of 
time in spite of all. the blandishments 
by which so many newspapers were tr 
duced into silence, and we have stood 
corstently up-to the present moment 
with an eye single to the good of the 
peopte and the welfare of the country. 
It may suit The Courier-Journal to 
charge its policy. It has a right to do 
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lead out of what it calls the “silver 
lunacy.” But it is due to the public to 
explain why it is that a newspaper 
which advocated free coinage until the 
fall of 1892 changed, and so quickly, 
What was the reason for this change? 
This question may be safely left to the 
common sense of the people to answer. 


Changing the Language. 

It is the tendency of English-speaking 
nations to incorporate foreign words 
into their language, and the American 
people have followed this custom. Not 
satisfied with what they can glean in 
this way, they have gone further and 
have attempted to pervert the use of the 
English language. This is an abuse of 
its elasticity. 

Our Innguage is the most difficult of 
any for a foreigner to acquire, and this 
is not to be wondered at when we re- 
member the many revolutions through 
which it has passed. The backbone of 
the language, the words used every day 
in conversation, are the Anglo-Saxon 
spoken by the German tribes who in- 
vaded England in the fifth century. 
They found the rivers, mountains and 
towns bearing Celtic names, and by us- 
ing them they preserved some trace of 
the Celtic people. In the same fashion, 
they found a few Latin nouns which 
were left in the native language through 
the Roman occupation of the island. A 
greater impress was made by the Danes, 
who followed their kindred tribes to 
England and settled along the western 
coast. ‘These two peoples and languages 
had become affiliated at the time of the 
Norman conquest, Then came the intro- 
duction of the Latin, which formsa large 
portion of the language, though some 
of this is difficult to trace because it was 
brought through the French, in which 
the inflections were changed. 

It was many years before the Saxon 
churl comprehended the high-sounding 
and flowery conversation of the Norman 
lords: the words which he used at home 
were all in his native tongue, and only 
in dealing with those in authority did 
he find it necessary to spenk the tongue 
of the conquerors, So it is that the 
words jhat express the dearest ties of 
the English people are Saxon, those 
which express distant and official rela- 
tions being adapted French. The dying 
man in’ his earnestness will refer to 
“heavenly” things, and the orator will 
express the same idea by “celestial.” 
These changes were all well, because 
they were a result of the shifting of the 
peoples of the world, and have built up 
2 rich and = pliable language. The 
English language has never been dis- 
placed by any other tongue. ‘The for- 
eign names to new inventions are not 
to be deplored as an addition. But 
where shall a pause We have 
taken much from the Latin and French, 
as well as seraps from Germany, Persia, 
and even from far-off Afghanistan and 
Egypt. and can we not yet express the 
truth clearly? This can be done without 
the misuse of words which has become 
so prevalent. 

On one page of a newspaper you will 
find in the woman’s column a “grand” 
bonnet, in another place a concert is said 
to be “gtand,” while there may also be 
references to grand grand 
Scenery, grand patriotism, until it seems 
any noun could be qualified in the same 
wiy. It is a fact that a girl of good 
education will constantly lapse into 
such as this. The young men 
Whose acquaintance she makes are either 
“nice” or “lovely,” probably both, and 
so are the wav @: on the seashore, the fish 
sees; or a strawberry ice. If this 
perversion of words continues, the Eng- 
lish language will tinally lose its power 
of expressing the delicate of 
meaning which has made its literature 
the envy of the world. Such an in- 
stance is the accepted use of the word 
“allude,” whieh formerly meant “to re- 
fer to’ ina jocose way. Now the young 
writer, in all earnestness, “alludes” to 
the object of his worship. “Iluman- 
itarian,’’ was formerly a theological term 
for one who denied the divinity of Christ 
and believed that human nature is self- 
perfectible. In common use, it is now 
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synonymous with “philanthropist.” It 
can be seen that by misuse the distinc- 
tion of meaning is lost in these two 
words, and yet we have nothing to ex- 
press the peculiar significance both 
should imply. 

If we need more words, let us resort 
to the treasury of nations. There is no 
need for stint in this respect. But it is 
not because of a limited vocabulary 
that this destruction of our language is 
carried on; it is simply through care- 
lessness or the desire of a writer to 
appear an innovater. . Its evil results are 
to be plainly seen. Chaucer blended the 
Saxon and Norman language in beauty 
and sentiment. But who ean blend our 
dialect and slang with the pure English 
of Shakespeare? The doggerel spoken 
by the modern Greek has little resemb- 
lance to the dignified meter in which 
Homer sung. It will be a pity if the 
English people have ever to bemoan a 
similar lapse of their own from the lan- 
guage of the Bard of Avon. 
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The Effect of Three Tickets. 
The Constitution has received the fol- 

lowing communication: 

}Jreensboro, Fia., August 4, 1896.—FEdi- 
tor Constitution: What will be the effect 
on the electoral college if three sets of 
tickets are in the field in the several 
states south and west. Please answer 
at length in The Constitution. Yours 
truly, M. E. CLARK. 
To answer tersely, the effect of three 

electoral tickets before the people means 
the election of McKinley and Hobart to 
be president and vice president, and it 
means further the maintenance of the 
single gold standard. 

In the election of 1860, two-thirds of 
the votes cast were democratic, but they 
were divided between conflicting tickets. 
The result of this division of the popu- 
lar vote was that Lincoln was elected 
president. Though he was the minority 
candidate, still he had a majority of 
votes in the electoral college. The 
strange spectacie was presented of a 
democratic country being ruled by a 
president who was explicitly and over- 
whelmingly rejected by a majority of the 
people at the ballot box. As a conse- 
quence of the criminal errors of party 
managers, the union was thrown into 
chaos which culminated in war, and mil- 
lions of men ard billions of property 
went down mn the catastrophe which 
followed. 
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great emergency, The people of the 
United States, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, from the lakes to the gulf} are 
clamoring for popular relief, chiefly 
among which is the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver. Taking 
advantage of the complicated machinery 
through which these people have to ex- 
press themselves jn the choice of a 
president, the political managers are at 
work to so divide the vote as to defeat 
those who are in the majority. 

Today the people of the union are dem- 
ocrats. This word is used not in its 
strict meaning, but it is used in the 
broad sense that the beliefs and the feel- 
ings and the aspirations of the people 
are democratic, and that in the success 
of democratic principles lies the pros- 
perity of the country. Unfortunately 
those who are full believers in demo- 
cratic principles have been divided in 
their efforts as to the best means to at- 
tain the great end in view. This divis- 
ion, born of zeal and impulsiveness, has 
been taken advantage of by a lot of vam- 
pires who wish to suck the public blood. 

The only fear before the democratic 
people of the country is that such men 
may work the same mischief which was 
worked in 1860, and as a consequence, 
McKinleyism will be fastened upon the 
country for four years, and during that 
four years the gold standard will be so 
firmly and irrevocably fastened that no 
power short of a revolution can change 
it. It will have gone beyond the control 
of parties, and even of the government, 
aud will have become so fixed that we 
might as well look for the sun to rise in 
the west as to effect a change in the 
money condition. There will be firmly 
fixed in place a number of usurers and 
money lenders. The ownership of land 
will steadily decrease, and instead of 
the bold yeomanry who have made the 
union so great, we will have in its place 
a horde of mendicant tenantry, humbly 
Standing at the gates of the landlord to 
pay their rent, 

But the Providence which has hitherto 
saved the great republic from its worst 
eneinies, those within its midst, may be 
depended upon to hold up the arms of 
the righteous and to enable the people to 
work out their political salvation. The 
inherent democracy which burns within 
the breasts of the voters all over the 
union will enable them to break through 
the shackles of political machinery and 
to rally to the standard of the ticket 
Which represents the fondest hopes of 
the American people, in the success of 
which we will have the assurance of a 
renewed prosperity and the continuance 
upon this continent of a free and self- 
reliant and independent nation. 
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England on the Nile. 

Within the last two thousand years 
Egypt has passed successively under the 
dominion of Persia, Greece, Rome, Ara- 
bia, Turkey and England. 

At the present time England is in 
possession of the Nile, although she has 
swayed her sccpter over that region for 
only a few years. In I1SS2 or there- 
abouts, at which time EKgypt was in 
great distress on account of the plunder 
of her enemies, England appeared upon 
the scene, and after restoring order as 
best could, established a sort of 
provisional government. 

Realizing that had made a wise 
stroke in thus coming to the rescue of 
the Keyptians, she has steadily main- 
tuined her guardianship over the prov- 
ince which her timely interference has 
virtually created, 

Within the last few weeks a body of 
troops, Sent out by Lord Salisbury, has 
landed in Egypt for the purpose of re- 
Storing the latter's supremacy in the 
Soudan. Such a pretext, however, is 
merely the benevolent disguise which 
England throws over her greed of ae- 
quisition, for in establishing Kgyptian 
sway over the Soudan she only strength- 
ens her own imustery of the situation. 
When she reeniled the troops from 
Egypt, several years ago, it was with 
the understanding that she would send 
them back again at some time in the 
future. With more regard, perhaps, for 
What she considers her own interest 
than for the mere redemption of her 
verbal promise, her soldiers have once 
more invaded Egyptian soil and planted 
her comquering ensign among the pyra- 
mids, 

During England's occupancy of Egypt 
no complaint whatever has arisen from 
the people and times have been moré 
prosperous than ever before. England 
has made her rule over the Egyptians 
mild and has managed things with that 
shrewd diplomacy which is one of her 
most striking characteristics. She has 
diminished the heavy burden of taxation 
which has rested for years like an 
incubus upon the people and instituted 
quite a number of valuable improve- 
ments. Though she haS never openly 
declared her purpose to remain in Egypt, 
the pains which she has taken to im- 
prove her opportunities for establish- 
ing British sway over the Egyptians 
admits of no other possible mterpreta- 
iton. Her reason for not declaring her 
intentions with regard to Egypt is due 
to the uncertain attitude which France 
and Germany would assume _ in 
regard to the matter. Surely, however, 
these countries cannot long remain in 
ignorance of the situation. 

Egypt has many advantages which are 
pleasing to the covetous eye of England. 
The possession of Egypt means a consid- 
erable addition tothe empire of the Brit- 
ish crown. Such is the fertile character of 
the soil in the immediate neighborhood 
of the Nile that three crops are annually 
supported by the waters of that legen- 
dary stream. _In the greatest abundance 
such staple products as wheat, barley, 
maize, sugarcane, tobacco, indigo and 
cotton are supplied by Egypt to the 
world’s market. 

Though opulent in her material re- 
sources, Egypt's fertility is not the main 
consideration. “It is rather her position 
on the map. Situated near the gateway 
of three continents, she holds the key 
to both Africa and Asia. In the hands 
of a strong military power, Egypt could 
be made the field of invincible opera- 
tions. With the foothold which she has 
already acquired in southern Africa, to- 
gether with intermediate links of terri- 
tory which she holds near the center of 
the map, England only needs a secure 
foothold in-Egypt to give her the indis- 
puted mastery of the continent. 

Such is the ultimate design which 
England has in view. Her plan is a 
bold one, but she as ‘a vast army and 
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the counsels of her wisest statesmen at , tion evinces. To resign a public office .

already within her grasp. Gradually 
the English language is belting the 
globe, and the time is not far distant, in 
all human liklihood, when the last ves- 
tige of Babel will be erased. 
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Alabama Sounds the Key Note. 

Having witnessed the signal failure of 
their predictions, with reference to the 
recent state election in Alabama, the 
organs of the money power now raise 
the cry that fraud has been practiced by 
the democrats. 

Of course no one expected that such 
bitter partisans would calmly accept the 
results in Alabama unless perchance it 
happened to coincide with their predic- 
tions. There is no reason, however, 
why these papers, in order to pose suc- 
cessfully as prophets, should bring 
against the democrats of Alabama a 
charge not only contemptibly false in 
itself, but one which from time out of 
mind has been the proverbial cry of the 
defeated. 

What disagrees with these single 
standard organs is not only the fail- 
ure of their rash predictions with refer- 
ence to the state election in Alabama, 
but the overflow of more important cal- 
culations which they had based upon the 
supposed situation in that state. 

Some of these organs had so far sepa- 
rated themselves from the wisdom of 
Solomon as to suppose that Alabama 
was a doubtful state. Even Georgia was 
placed in this uncertain classification, 
and other states whose democracy was 
equally secure. More than one political 
air castle, however, was based upon the 
Situation in Alabama. As the first state 
to hold an election during the cam- 
paign, no slight significance was attach- 
ed to the action of that state by the 
leaders of both parties. Every one 
recognized that its effect upon the cam- 
paign would not only be inevitable but 
decided. 

As it turns out, the democratic ma- 
jority in Alabama has reached the high 
water mark of 40,000 and the outlook 
for suecess in November is correspond- 
ingly illuminated by these auspicious 
figures. No wonder the organs of the 
money power are dissatisfied. They 
were rash enough to speculate upon the 
results in Alabama and they must ae- 
cept the consequences which their folly 
has entailed. ‘ 
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Street Railways in the United States. 
The last issue of The Street Railway 
dournal contains a number of interest- 
ing and valuable statistics in regard to 
street railways in the United States. 

Pennsylvania heads the list with 110 
operating lines. Most ef these are un- 
der electrical management, as nearly all 
of the old horse cars have been banish- 
ed from the siate. But while the lead 
belongs to Pennsylvania on aceount of 
the number of lines which she has in 
operation, New York claims by far the 
greatest number of electric cars in ac- 
tual use. Of these, New York has 4,559, 
While Pennsylvania has only = 3,715. 
Penusvivania’s: electric mileage, how- 
ever, is 1.451 miles, against only 1,582 
niles of railway in New York. 

Strange to say. New York city has no 
electric street railway system and has 
continued the use of horse cars longer 
than any of the American cities. 
It has 295 miles of this sort of track, 
oun Which many as 2.058 cars are 
drawn. In the whole state of Pennsyl- 
vania there are barely more than a 
dozen cars pulled by imuies or horses. 
New York's principal systems are oper- 
ated. by steam and cable power. 

In the group of southern states, Geor- 
gia is easily first, with a mileage of 258 
Ten- 
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miles, operated by electric power. 
hnessee comes next with 20S miles 
track, 

Taking the entire field, there are 916 
separate street railway organizations in 
the United States. The mileage of the 
horse car roads is 1,219 miles, operating 
5.283 cars: the electric mileage is 12,155 
miles, operating 26,242 cars. Nearly 
six-sevenths of all the street railway 
mileage in the country is operated by 
electric power. 

These figures are specially interesting 
when the fact is remembered in this con- 
nection that locomotion by electricity 
is barely more than a dozen years old. 
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Republicanism Repudiated. 

Searcely a day passes without dis- 
closing the protest of Some distinguish- 
ed republican who is not able to swal- 
low the single gold standard plank of 
the St. Louis platform. 

Ilion. J. W. Bass, one of the leading 
republicans of Wisconsin and a man of 
wide influence in that state, declares 
that he is not willing to prolong the 
suffering which this country has pa- 
tiently endured for the past twenty-five 
years and is therefore constrained to 
support the democratic ticket in this 
campaign. 

As a pledge of his sincerity, Mr. Bass 
resigns his office as president of the 
Sixteenth Ward Republican Club, of 
Milwaukee, and disconnects himself, at 
least temporarily, from the party organ- 
ization with which he has been actively 
identified for the last twenty-seven 
years. 

In choosing new political associates, 
Mr. Bass has set a pattern which many 
other republicans in that state have fol- 
lowed. 

Touching upon the reasons which in- 
fluenced. him in resigning his official po- 
sition and withdrawing from the repub- 
lican ranks, Mr. Bass said: 

I resigned because I do not indorse the 
position of the republican party on the 
financial question, and I thought it 
would be better for-some one in full 
sympathy with the same to occupy the 
position. TI have been for vears verv 
strongly opposed to the effort of the 
money power of the east, dominated by 
certain powerful European bankers, to 
permanentiy fasten the single gold 
standard upon this country and the 
other debtor nations of the world. ‘The 
act. of congress, demonetizing silver in 
1873, followed by similar action on the 
part of Germany, France, Austria and 
the other netions in the Latin union, 
took from silver its right to stand side 
by side with gold as the standard money 
of the world and gave to gold the rizht 
to be the sole Standard by which the 
value of ail property, including silver, 
should be measured. It took from sil- 
ver that which gave it a large part of 
its value. It greatly lessened the de- 
mand for silver and correspondingly in- 
creased the demand for gold and aug- 
mented its value, . 

Everyone must applaud the spirit which 
such a candid and courageous declara- 
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and face the jeers of a party organiza- 
tion once friendly and sympathetic is 
an ordeal through which no man would 
consent to pass without the support 
which comes from a sense of duty and 
the conscious rectitude of his intentions. 
Believing that the single gold standard 
would do this country a great wrong and 
that its only salvation lay in the triumph 
of those principles set forth in the Chi- 
cago platform, he preferred to encounter 
the jeers of his political associates rather 
than espouse a policy which might en- 
rich him with its spoils but which would 
only heap disaster and misery upon his 
countrymen. 

Discussing the tactics employed by the 
single standard organs in denouncing the 
advocates of free silver, Mr. Bass says: 


I think any one who raises that cry is 
either an arrant demagogue or utterly 
ignorant of the question. Abuse of an 
opponent is always the resort of the 
demagogue and the ignoramus. It is 
a very feeble weapon. There afte no men 
in th's country who are more honest or 
sincere in their faith than the advocates 
of the free coinage of silver. In their 
number can be found many of the ablest 
minds of tne country. The 5 per cent 
of the people who own nearly all the 
wealth of the country are no more pa- 
triotic than the thousands of poor men 
who constitute its great army of tolilers, 
and, yet, to hear some of them talk, one 
might come to the conclusion, if he did 
not know better, that they hada corner 
on all the honesty and loyalty of the 
land. 

The question !s a great economic one. 
Its proper solution demands the wisest 
and most patient consideration. The bi- 
metallists certainly have upon their side 
some of the ablest men of the past. Al- 
exander Hamilton, the greatest intellect 
on the subject of finance of the early 
days of the republic, clearly pointed out 
the advantages of the double standard. 
Most of the great writers on political 
economy coincide with Hamilton and 
Jefferson in their support of the double 
standard. To any one who carefully 
studies their views the argument in 
favor of the double standard seems ir-. 
resistible. 

Having taken a bold stand, he is ready 
to defend his opinions against all who 
come. In the campaign which has just 
opened he will prove a power for good 
in the state of Wisconsin and his in- 
fluence will be largely instrumental in 
placing that state in the democratic col- 
umn.

Mayor King’s record on the question of 
electing officers by vote of the people pres- 
aged the assurance that he would veto the 
two ordinances in question. He was a 
member of the legislature when the city 
offices were made elective by the people, 
and it was he who strongly urged that body 
to give the voters the opportunity of se- 
lecting their public officers. In again plac- 
ng himself on record in favor of that policy 
the mayor explains why he disapproves of 
the ordinances introduced by Alderman 
Woodward and passed at the last meeting 
of the council. 

The mayor takes occasion to say that on 
account or sharp differences in the council 
over the election of existing boards and 
commissioners, as well as in the direct elec- 
tion of city officers, it is difficult to believe 
that by appointing a commission to eles 
the city sexton would remove the position 
from politics, or that it would be wise to 
approve the taking away from the people 
the right to elect the sexton. 

Mayor King approves of the general de- 
sire to improve and beautify the cemetery 
grounds at Oakland and he cites the fact 
that enlarged appropriations were made for 
beautifying the grounds during his admin- 
istration. There is much interest being 
manifested in the cemetery matter, and 
whether or not a commission !{s appointed, 
those who have interests in the cemetery 
are urging the election of a competent sex- 
ton who will carry out the desire for. a 
general improvement of the cemetery 
grounds end lots.

Mayor King’s veto of the ordinance to 
@ppoint a cemet2ry commission follows: 

Vetoes the Cemetery Commission. 

Atlanta, Ga., August 6, 1856.—To 
the Honorable General Council: I re- 
turn without my approval the attached 
resolution looking to the asking of leg- 
islation to create a commission for the 
handling of affairs connected with Oak- 
land cemetery, which commission shall 
select a city sexton instead of leaving 
him to be elected by the qualified voters 
of the city, as at present provided. My 
reasons for such action are as follows: 

A city election is now so near at hand 
that a primary for the nomination of all 
city officers has been ordered by the city 
executive comrtnittee on the 27th instani.

The power to make any change in this 
Matter is vested alone in the legislature, 

nd while it can be asked to modify the 
law, there is no assurance that it will 
do so.

State Railroad Commission Calls a Halt 
on the Roads,

DISCRIMINATION IS CHARGED 


Traffic Managers Propose To Adjust 


the Rates Themselves, 


Conference Lasting Several Hours 
Held Between Traffic Managers 
and Commissioners Yesterday. 


he knife with which the state railroad 
commission proposed to make a sweeping 
reduction in coal rates throughout the 
state has been temporarily sheathed, pend- 
ing an adjustment of the mates to be made 
by the railroads concerned. 

For several hours the railroad officials 
and the members of the commission were 
in conference yesterday. The traffic mana- 
gers of several Georgia roads had been 
sun.rroned to appear before the board in 
regacd to the matter, and it began to look 
as if the commissioners would use their 
rate cutting knife before the conference 
was over, but late in the afternoon a 
settlement was effected by the oflicers of 
the various roads promising to make an 
adjustment of the rate where complaints 
had been made, provided the commission- 
ers would stay their action for the pres- 
ent. 

Early yasterday morning the commissi¢n- 
ers began the conference with the railroad 
men, which lasted almost through the en- 
tire day. The object of the conference was 
to lower the rates on coal between ail 
Georgia points and the mines which made 
the shipments, and the result of the meet- 
ing was to lower interstate rates as well 
as stat) rates. 

The interests of the Southern Railway 
Were represented by Trafic Manager Culp, 
Assistant. Freight Agent Hayden Miller 
and Assistant General Superintendent 
Barbour Thompson, General Freight 
Agent James L. Dickey and = Mr. 
Joseph M. Brown of the Western 
and Atlantic, were present. The Central] 
road wus represented by President H. M. 
Comer and General Freight Agent W. A. 
Winburn. For the Georgia road 'l’. Kk. 
Scoct: and Genera] Freight Agent Jack ion 
appeared, and were assisted in their argu- 
ment by General Counsel Joseph Cum- 
mings. The Chattanooga, Rome and Colum- 
bus was represented by C. B. Wilburne. 
All of the commissioners were present 
at the conference, 

Traffic Manager Joe Brown, of the West- 
ern and Atlantic, opposed the lowering 
of coal rates in the state, for, said he, the 
present rates Were as low as the roads 
handling this class of business could af- 
ford. Mr. Brown took the position that 
a reduction from the present scaie woald 
meii loss to the roads, and he argued 
any action by tne comiuissioner3 
in the matter. 

The commission informed Mr. Brown that 
Inany complaints had been made to the 
board by stations out from Atlanta, claim- 
ing the roads were discriminating in rates. 

Traffic Manager Culp, of the Southern, 
also opposed the reduction from the pres- 
ent scale. He said the rate was as low 
as the roads could afford, and Was as 
low in Georgia as in any state of the south, 
unless, probably, it was South Carolina. 
Iie was Opposed to any reduction and ar- 
gued trom the standpoint of loss if the 
rates on coal were to be knifed. 

Commissioners Threaten the Knife. 

Commissioner Crenshaw replied to Mr. 
Culp that he was firmly convinced that 
coal rates to Georgia points were too high, 
and saia that the roads had been discrim- 
inating, he believed, in favor of certain 
persons. 

“Kates charged by the roads to many 
points in the state are not only too high,’ 
said Commissioner Crenshaw, “but are dis- 
criminating in their character in that the 
roads not only charge some points lower 
for hauling coal a less distance, but favor 
persons in some localities.”’ 

This statemtnt was denied by 
Manager Culp. 

“Here is an instance,” Commissioner 
Crenshaw continued: “‘There are the Jel- 
lico mines on the Southern railway. The 
distance fromeJllico to Atlanta is o27 miles, 
“he rate charged by the Southern railway 
between the two points for coal, a distance 
of 327 miles, is $1.80 per ton. From Jellsco 
tc LaGrange, Ga., via the Southern rail- 
way and Atlanta, the distance is 3% 
miles, and the rate between those lwo 
points is $2.25 per ton. This shows the 
rate from Jellico to Atlanta is 4 mills per 
ton per mile; LaGrange pays 56-10 mills 
per mile, which is 71 miles further thin 
the haul to Atlanta, 

“Now, contrast this with rates from 
Jasper, Ala. From Jasper to LaGrange, 
via Montgomery and Atiantu and West 
Point railroad, the distance is 153 miles. 
rate between the two pvints 1s $1.90 
per ton. Atlanta is 224 miles from Jasper; 
yet Atlanta has a rate ot $1.10 per ton. 
Atiania’s rate is 4 4-100 mills per ton per 
mile, while LaGrange pays 12 4-10 mills per 
ton per mile. In other words, the roads 
haul ccal from. Jasper to Atlana through 
LaGrange for 80 cents per ton less than 
they will haul it to LaGrange, maxing 
the haul seventy-one miles shorter.” 

Commissioner Crenshaw also explair.ed 
that the rate on coal to Griffin froin Uur- 
ham had been advanced from $1.05 to 41.60 
per ton. Mr. Culp said this was on ac- 
count of competition from Alabama. Con- 
missioner Crenshaw said the rate was 
$1.05 to Griffin before th Southern entered 
hat territory, and now it is $1.59.

SOUTHERN CUTS AGAIN. 


Water Rates from Baltimore to Ports- 
mouth and Richmond Reduced. 
Baltimore, August 6.—The conflict between 
the Seaboard Air-Line and the Southern 
Railway Company, which has lain dor- 
mant for the past few days, in conse- 
quence of the temporary injunctfon granted 
by Judge Simonton, of the United Stctes 
circuit court, was renewed today when 
York River line reduced freight rates from. 
Baltimore to Norfolk, Old Point Confort, 
Portsmouth and Richmond to within a 
range of ten cents for first-class and 4 cents 
for sixth-class freights. Th‘s reduction in 
rates is made to meet those now prevail- 
ing on the Bay lines new James river route, 
which, it is said, has been cutting serious- 
ly into the York river line’s freight busi- 
ness. This cut is the second to be made 
by this company since the beginning of 
the rate war between the Southern Rail- 
way, of which York river line is a connec- 
tion, and the Seaboard Air-Line, to which 
the Bay line is allied. The first redue- 
tion was on July 2ist to meet the 33 1-3 per 
cent cut of the Bay line, which, however, 
responded with a greater cut.

The Power of the Russian Emperor Is 
No Longer Supreme. 
From Thé Chicago Times-Herald. 

In the course of his recent conversation 

with M. de Blowitz in Paris, the Russian 
“foreign minister, Prince Lobanoff, said: 

“It is a great mistake to believe that 
our emperor expresses his own will, noth- 
ing but his will, and that this will be- 
comes the will of the nation. When the 
emperor expresses his will it must be un- 
dertood that that will has already be- 
come the will of the nation, and that it 
has imposed itself oi a certain select few 
of the nation who undertand it and com- 
pletely personify it. It is they, the chosen 
few, who cause it to penetrate the high- 
est circles until it reaches even the mind 
of the emperor. His counsellors impress 
the idea upon him as an inspiration of 
the loftiest and truest wisdom. It become; 
part of the atmosphere by which he is 
surrounded. It sinks into his mind and he 
in turn undertakes to spread it abroad 
among the people. 

“Thus, take, for instance, the emanci- 
pation of the serfs. Do you suppose that 
the Emperor Alexander II conceived it 
and carried it out unaided? Do you s3up- 
pose one man by a-single stroke of the 
pen restored the moral life and a human 
consciousness to millions of individuals who 
were sunk in slavery? No! The idea of the 
liberation of the serfs had fermented for 
long years in certain minds either from 
instinct or from reason. To the emperor 
is given the honor because it was he who 
had the energy to take it in hand, and he 
alone was in a position to carry it through, 
but the idea germinated first among the 
people. It was first the vague conception 
of certain superior minds. lt took shape 
and penetrated up to the imperial palace. 
Then the emperor, seeing that the time 
Was ripe and that the measure was nec- 
essary, by his supreme authority and for- 
mal will made the scheme a reality.

A Pestiferous Insect Imported Several

On a certain ill-omened day in 1869, says 
The Springfield Republican, a gentle breeze 
rippliel through the streets of a quiet 
town in eastern Massachusetts.

Left. 
In a paper which he read before a New 
York scientific cssociation a physician said 
that man, generally characterized as a 
right-handed animal, is also popularly sup- 
posed to be right-legged. This theory is, 
however, he maintains, not supported -'y 
fact. When a man is standing and is work- 
ing with the right hand there Is a ten- 
dency to use the left leg for galance. : 
Many persons find it easier to round cir- 
cles to the right than to the left. Pace 
courses are almost always made for run- 
ning in circles to the right, and it will be 
noticed that the majority of movements, 
like dancing and running, are more readily 
performed in that direction. 
The general rule of walking fs that of 
keeping to the right, and it appears to have 
a foundation in nature. Of a large num- 
ber of intelligent persons who are asked 
about the existence of this rule, énly 67 
per cent among men and 53 per cent :.mong 
women were aware of it. This supports 
the fact that it is unconsciously obdeye4. 
All crowds tend to bear toward the right. 
The left leg being stronger it is more 
readily brought into action, and for that 
reason troops start with the left fout. It 
is the foot which is placed in the stirrup of 
the saddle or the step of the bicy:le, in 
mounting, and it is that upon which a man 
rests in making a jump. 
In a series of experiments made by ban- 
daging the eyes of boys, and then telling 
them to ‘‘walk straight,” the right-handed 
ones diverged to the right and the left- 
handed ones to the left. In short, ull the 
evidence thus far obtained by this writer 
tends to prove that man, being naturaily 
or artificially right handed, and left-legged, 
tends unconsciously to bear to the right, 
while the lower animals, on the other hand, 
appear nearly always to circle to the left.

It is thought the motion in her behalf will 
not be heard by the supreme court until 
next October. 

Mrs. Nobles and Fambles are in the Bibb 
county jail and remain very unconcerned. 
Perhaps Mrs. Nobles would care very little 
whether she was hanged tomorrow or not. 

He Will Not Accept. 

Recently Rev. Dr. S. L. Morris, pastor of 
the Tattnall Square Presbyterian church, of 
Macon was unanimously called to the pas- 
tOrate of the Presbyterian church at 
Greenwood, 8S. C., vice -Dr. Fogathe re- 
signed to accept a professorship in the the- 
Ological department of the Southwestern 
university at Clarkesville, Tenn. Dr. Mor- 
ris has decided not to accept the call. This 
decision will be received with gladnéss by 
his Macon congregation and all classes of 
people here. He is one of the ablest preach- 
ers in the Southern Presbyterian church 
and is held in high esteem. by all who 
know him. 

Ten-Round Fight. 

Last night Denny Gallagher, of Texas, 
and Jack Farrell, of New York, had a ten- 
round boxing match with eight-ounce 
gloves in a twenty-four-foot ring in the 
rooms of the Macon Athletic Club in the 
presence Of a large audience. 

Gallagher is the champion southern 
featherweight and Farrell is the well- 
known New York light-weight. 

Gallagher's fighting weigh is only 116 
pounds, while Farrell weighs abqut 140. 

Gallagher seemed to be in better trim 
and training last night than Farrell. The 
men worked evenly and at the end of the 
tenth round Referee Castello said he was 
unable to render a decision. Farrell ap- 
peared not to like this. The referee then 
submitted the question to the spectators 
and the spectators said it was no man’s 
fisht and called on the principals to fight 
another round. Gallagher expressed his 
willingness to fighta nother round or make 
the contest fifteen rounds.

Mercer’s Endowment. 

Tomorrow the central campaign commit- 
tee of the board of trustees of Mercer uni- 
versity to raise an endowment of $100,000 
wihil meet in Macon to hear the decision of 
the special canvasser selected by the com- 
mittee as to whether he will accept the 
position and go at once into the field. 

Rev. H. R. Bernard, of Athens, a trustee, 
speaking of the endowment, said: 

‘The question is, whether or not it would 
be better to abandon the resolve to raise 
$100,000 for endowment of Mercer, and in- 
stead thereof raise annualiy through the 
churches 36,000, say. As a trustee, 1 desire 
to tile my answer, no. It has been deter- 
mined to raise the $100,000, ltis needed. The 
money is being contributed; $20,000 has been 
promised. We know that. That is a cer- 
tainty, if conditions are complied with. I 
have just sent 31,300 to Macon for endow- 
ment. More has been promised. I received 
a remittance on yesterday and will soon 
have another check to send off. There is 
plenty of money in Georgia. 

‘The plan of raising the required amoapnt 
annually from the churches has advantages, 
This is conceded, and is exactly what the 
convention’s schedule, which has been sub- 
mitted to the churches for observance, con- 
templates. The schedule observed would 
bring relief to the university every vear; 
would anchor the school in every thurch 
and Baptist family in the state. This 
would bring studente--the university would 
be built up year by year. Our young men 
would go out so equipped as to be useful in- 
deed in putting the cause of the denomina- 
tion high above all—where it belongs. The 
advantages referred to cannot be voveresti- 
mated. And as to number, they can scarce- 
ly be counted. Let us raise the $100,000, and 
let us raise something every year from the 
churches, from all the churches, as con- 
templated in the schedule. We can use it 
all to advantage, and more too.” 

To Raise $7,500. 

The committee of citizens appointed to 
canvass the city to raise 37,000, half of the 
sum needed to make certain repairs on the 
building and grounds of Wesleyan Female 
college, started on their work today and 
met with highly gratifying success. There 
is every reason to believe that the amount 
will soon be raised.

Dr. Malcolm MacGregor Resigns the 
Pastorate of Jackson Hill Church. :

SEEKS EVANGELICAL FIELDS 


His Resignation, Which Was Tendered 
Wednesday, Goes Into Effect 
After November Ist. 


Rev. D. Malcolm MacGregor, pastor of 
Jackson Hill Baptist church, has severed 
his connection, and will devote his entire 
time to evangelical work after November 
lst. 

The action of Dr. MacGregor is the result 
of a call which he says he has received, 
and his new field of labor has been chosen 
only after careful consideration. Years ago 
when Dr. MacGregor was just entering 
upon his ministerial career he was im- 
pressed with the desire to become an evan- 
gelist, and through all the years he has 
been pastor that desire has been constant 
with him. 

At a meeting of the regular conference of 
his church held Wednesday night a letter 
was read from Dr. MacGregor, asking that 
the relations of pastor and church be sev- 
ered after November Ist, as he had become 
convinced that his duty was plain that he 
should devote his time and talents to evan- 
gelical work, Dr. MacGregor has been pas- 
tor of the Jackson Hill Baptist church but 
one year, yet in that short time he has 
endeared h.mself to the members and con- 
gregation of his church, and the decision 
he has reached was announced with regret 
by the deacons. 

In the letter Dr. MacGregor expressed re- 
gret that a separation was to occpr, but 
he stated at the same time that he réalized 
he could be more instrumental in the evan- 
gelical field, and for these reasons asked 
that his request be granted. 

Several members discussed the request 
made by their pastor and upon motion 
made by Mr. Howell Erwin a resolution 
Was adopted giving Dr. MacGregor two 
months vacation, beginning September Ist. 
This action was taken by the conference as 
a mark of esteem of the church’s appre- 
ciation of the work that had been accom- 
plished by D. MacGregor since he became 
its pastor. 

A committee consisting of J. D. Easterlin, 
Dr. J. M. Crawford, B. R. Padgett, T. J. 
West and Ben Conyers was appointed by 
the church to make arrangements to have 
the pulpit filled regularly each Sunday 
during the vacation of the pastor. This 
committee was also empowered to corres- 
pond with ministers in regard towards se- 
lecting Dr. MacGregor’s successor on No- 
vember Ist. 

Dr. MacGregor is an able minister and 
gifted scholar. During his brief stay it 
Atlanta, as pastor of the Jackson Hill 
church, he has made many friends who will 
regret to know he is so soon to leave the 
city. He has not made his plans for the 
future, but will do so in a few days. 


IN MILITARY OPERATIONS. 


How Looking Glasses May Be Effectu- 
ally Used. 
From The New Orieans Times-Democrat. 

The latest adjunct to coast defenses*is a 
modernized form of the old camera ob- 
scura. Army officers are now considering 
its feasibility, and an effort is being rece 
to secure the adoption of' the system by 
the war department 

The particular use and value of this sys- 
tem, as explained by E. Stiles Vinten, is 
that it shows the defenders of a fort, the 
movements of the ships of the enemy, and 
at the same time does away with the neces- 
sity of any one exposing himself to a hos- 
tile fire. 

By an arrangement of lenses and smail 
mirrors an image of the harbor is thrown 
upon a whitened table in a dark chambe 
well protected by bomb-proof shields. seat- 
ed about the table, secure from any chance 
shots. those who are directing operations 
from the fort can distinctly see euch move- 
ment of the ships ef the enemy as they 
move about the harbor. 

It is a fact recognized by all military au- 
thorities that in the event of war the 
United States would be obliged to depend 
laregly upon torpedoes for its coast de- 
fense. but it is also acknowledged that un- 
less the movements of the hostile ships can 
be watched and the torpedoes exploded at 
the proper time, there is a large element 
of chance in their effectiveness. 

It is to overcome this difficulty that the 
system of mirrors and lenses and a dark 
chamber has been devised. Wires connect 
the torpedo in the harbor with a battery 
and keyboard within the fort, and the po- 
sition of all torpedoes being known to the 
defenders and accurately marked upon the 
tables, it only remains,to watch the instant 
that the image of the vessel comes over 
the marked spot and then the pressure of 
a key transmits the current which explodes 
the submarine mine. 

Another advantage claimed by army offi- 
cers for this plan is that it allows the use 
of the port by friendly ships, without dan- 
ger to themselves, as is not the case where 
torpedoes which are exploded by contact 
are placed in the harbor channels. With 
hundreds of torpedoes lying about just be- 
low the surface of the water, a friendly 
ship was in much danger of being biown 
to pieces. a 

With a system which shows the move- 
ment of every ship in the harbor and with 
torpedoes which can be set off at will this 
danger is practically done away with. 
Friendly ships can pass directly over 
mines or torpedoes with no danger t0 
themselves, and the mines or torpedoes can- 
not explode until some one within the fort 
sends the current through the wires. 

It is also claimed that the exact range 
of a given point in the harbor being known, 
guns can be trained on the ships lying 
within the range and fired without the gun- 
ners in any way exposing themselves to 
opposing fire, the aim being taken by the 
same system of mirrors which shows the 
position of the ship. It is also proposed to 
send torpedoes from the shore, direct them 
under ships and then explode them, the 
operators all the time remaining safe and 
secure from danger within the bomb-proof 
dark chambers. 

A few years ago any such scheme would 
have been impossible, because of the fact 
that it is only recently that torpedoes 
whose movements could be directed from 
the shore or the ship which sent them out 
have been invented.

(hicago, August 6.—Everything 
on the board of trade suffered. from 
ness and depression today.

There was no dis- 
gxuising the fact that confidence has been 
badly shaken by the recent failure cf the 
Moore Hros., and anxiety over the final 
outcome of affairs on the local stock ex- 
change continues to be felt. Taken in con- 
nection with this a break in the New York 
stock exchange but added to the appre- 
hension. Holders of wheat sold liberally 
and short sellers were disposed to help the 
declining values. §tatistical news and 
crop reports carried little weight. At the 
opening of the market sympathy with the 
declining corn prices was the prominent 
factor, but later the tone was independent 
of that.

The corn market came to the front as an 
interesting affair this morning.

Colonei John E. duBignon, the liberal- 
hearted Drunswickian, whose generos- 
ity in tendering his towboat free tcr 
service in bringing the Passaic to Bruns- 
wick from Boston, made it possible for 
the Reserves to get her here, was along. 
His reception was equally as cordial by 
the militia and people, who appreciate his 
kindness. 

The Passaic arrived off the ocean bar 
Wednesday evening and anchored six miles 
porth of the sea buoy. 

The United States cruiser Columbia, a 
war vessel accredited the fastest in the 
world and valued at $4,000,000 in round fig- 
ures, With 460 men and officers to man her, 
accompanied the monitor as convoy from 
the Boston navy yard. 

Fifty offeers and men from the Colum- 
bia navigated and manned the Passaic on 
the voyage down and she came under her 
own steam alithe way. At7 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning the Reserves boarded the 
tug Dauntless and steamed out to the Pas- 
saic. An officer’s gig was put out from 
the Columbia and Lieutenant Aiken was 
transported te her, where, in the ofiicers’ 
quarters, the formality of officially re- 
ceiving the Passaic on behalf of the state 
of Georgia was gone through with. Lieu- 
tenant Aiken then returned and ordered 
his command on-wboard the Passaic, where 
with the assistance of the Columbia’s men, 
the Brunswick Reserves weighed anchor, 
accompanied the Columbia crew to the 
side of the monitor, bade them adieu, and 
as the last man stepped into the cruiser’s 
cutters, Georgia Was in complete posses- 
sion of one of the histor:ec vessels 
belonging to the United States navy. Iicngi- 
neers Devereaux and Devoe, with a 
ciency of firemen from the seamen’s ranks, 
were placed in charge of the engine and 
the Reserves were stationed in the various 
parts of the vessel ready to bring her 
to Brunswick. 

The Passaic is one of the best vessels 
in the charge of any state. She is a low full- 
board monitor and is classed as a third- 
rate vessel in the United States navy, nor- 
mal coal supply, displacement, 1,875. 

The monitor was built in 1863 by John 
Ericsson, the famous designer and builder, 
and was constructed at Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Her dimensions are: Tonnage, 496; length, 
200 feet; width, 46 feet; depth, 11.6 feet; iron 
built; screw propulsion; 340 horse power. 
She will make from five to seven knots 
an heur, burnirg ten tons of cval every 
twenty-four 

She is anchored off the Brunswick 
Western railroad docks and has been 
ed by every one in Brunswick who 
get to see ner. 

The history of the Brunswick Reserves 
dates back to 1893, when the Light Horse 
Guards of the Fifth regiment of cavalry 
changed into company A, naval militia. 
It was at the suggestion of Lieutenant Sat- 
terice that Lieutenant Aiken broached the 
Subject to Captain Thomas, command- 
er, and with permission the cayv- 
airy organization. ‘rhe dea miet with in- 
Slant approvai by the company, and 
the original transfer of members, but few 
changes in the personnel have been made.

Romney nrarsh the boat ran aground and 
delayed them for hours. 

In the attack on Fort McAllister the 
Passaic was the only boat in the fleet hit. 
She was struck forty times. “One boat 
was smashed, pennant staff shot away, 
whistle also, ragged tear in deck armor, 
crossbeam of turret broken by a mortar 
shell.’ 

After repairs were made the monitor 
proceeded to Charleston and on April 2, 
1863, was one of nine vessels that attacked 
that fort, this time being more fortunate 
than at Fort McAliister. 

The monitor after the Charleston engage- 
ment returte@® to New York, and after- 
wards had only one cruise, which was 
without incident. Since the war she has 
been lying at the Charlestown navy yard, 
under Commodore Miller, who was the

The Passaic will be used by the re- 
serves as a floating armory and is fitted 
elegantly throughout the officers’ quar- 
ters, with comfortable apartments for the 
men. Every convenience is on board and 
three men, paid by the government, are 
with her all the time. ‘Tney are, a cox- 
swain, an able-bodied seaman and a sec- 
Ond-class fireman. She has sufficient 
boats for ferriage and drill service and 
comnrodious deck room. Her armament 
consists of two fifteen-inch smooth bore 
guns and one twelve-pounder howitzer.

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INTERESTING WAR FLAGS. 


Something About the Emblems Which 
Figured on Southern Fields. 
From The New York Sun. 

There is a fieid of social xtudy in 
uprising of 1861. On neither side was there 
then firm anchorage for the souls so pro- 
foundly stirred as to rush arms, There 
was no national idea, as today. Iealty had 
been given previously to parties and to 
party leaders, and the degree of hatred felt 
and expressed in those days toward po- 
litical opponents would be considered trea- 
son now. With respect of the great ques- 
tion which caused the war the armies on 
both sides were divided; a flag represent- 
ng slavery would have found half the 
south arrayed against it, and one emblem- 
atic of abolition would have divided the 
armed north. There were abolitionists in 
hosts in the ranks of the confederacy, 
and there were hosts of anti-abolitionists 
in the armies of McClelian and Grant. The 
star-spangled banner was the symbol of 
the one thing in which the united north 
did believe. Military power and the ap- 
peal to be true to the flag proved more 
effective in stirring up war enthusiasm 
than the slogan of any party cr section. 
The southern leaders were fully aware of 
this, and quickly devised a banner in w hich 
the striking and familiar colors and em- 
blazonry were preserved. 

The custom of the union 
have each regiment § carry 
regimental, with the state cout-cf-arms 
emblazoned upon a plain blue iucld, and a 
national, the stars and stripes, with the 
name and number of the regiment. The 
regimental flags of the Irish brigade (New 
York), for instance, were of deep green, 
emblazoned with the harp, sunburst and 
shamrock. All Irish regiments in the ser- 
vice carried such flags. How deeply Cel- 
tic enthusiasm could be stirred by the 
banner of green was illustrated during the 
repulse of Pickett at Gettysburg. Cowan's 
First New York battery was ordered in to 
relieve Cushing’s about the time that Ar- 
mistead’s men had reached the : tone wall. 
A s multaneous movement was «ade by 
the Irish brigade from the left toward the 
threatened point. One of Cowan’s drivers, 
an Irishman not especially brave, hesitated 
about urging his team forward where the 
missiles flew thick and fast. Suddenly 
Erin's banner flashed from behind a ledge 
of rock and caught his eye. Rising in his 
stirrups he exclaimed: “‘Mither cf Moses 
the owld flag,’’ and lashed and spurifred his 
horses on with a display of zeal that his 
captain, by the most profane appeals, had 
never been,enabled to arouse. 

All that can be said of northern battle 
flags can be said of southern ones, too. 
Each seceding state sent out troops on its 
own account, and with them, as a symbol, 
its own colors, usually the .oat cf arms 
on a plain field. Among euch were the 
famous “Palmetto”’ of South -‘arolina, the 
‘Pelican’ of Lou'siana and the ‘‘Lone Star” 
or “Bonnie Blue Flag’ of Texas. The flag 
of the Forty-seventh North Carolina bore 
the dates May 20, 1775, and May 2, 1861, 
the dates of the revolt of the colony against 
England and of the secession of the state. 

The first official flag of the south was the 
stars and bars, a flag partly copied from 
the union banner and bearing such a strong 
resemblance to it that the two were not 
distinguishable in the-field. In battle the 
opposing commands became hopelessly en- 
tangled, as in the first Bull Run, and, 
though the results were bloody enough to 
suit the occasion, the southerners thought 
the slaughter was not weil distributed, and 
began to introduce new colors as battle 
flacs, leaving the stars and bars for civil 
and headquarters use. A flag known as a 
‘hattle flag’’ appeared in 1862, and the 
cross, similar to that of the Crescent City 
flag of 1861, was its principal emblem. This 
flag consisted of a red fly with two blue 
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diagonal bars having narrow white borders | 
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| crossed in the center; the bars were white 


stars numbered according. to fancy. Some 
of the Texans pinned their bars with a 
single star. The famous flag song: 
“Hurrah for the bonnie blue flag 
That bears @ Single star,’’ 
was suggested by the flag of Texas. The 
original Texas flag had been a blue fly with 
a white star in the center, and when the 
Texan troops took the cross they retained 
the lone star. 

The cross mgde the confederate flag con- 
spicuous in battle, and it was retained to 
the end, being twice modified. On the bat- 
tle flag of 1862 the crossed bars extended 
from corner to corner, making an easy 
target for union guns, and that arrange- 
ment gave place in 1863 to one with a white 
fly having a reduced battle flag as a corner 
piece. But the white so preponderated in 
mass that the color became almost invisible 
in a strong breeze, and the flag looked like 
a signal of truce. To remove this objection 
a wide vertical bar of red was placed on 
the other edge of the fly. There was no 
mistaking this symbol, and it satisfied the 
south, as the features of the old flag still 
remained, the stars and the red, white 
and blue. 

The flags of the Forty-ninth Georgia and 
the Sixth Kentucky are types of the con- 
federate battle flags of the east and the 
west, as ther were first designed with the 
mammoth blu? cross with white stars and 
borders on a -ed ground. 

The Sixth Ken.ucky belonged to the re- 
nowned Orphan brigade of that -state. a 
name bestowed by General Breckinridge 
after the battle of Murfreesboro. Previous 
to the battle these men had been referred 
to as orphans becapse they were expatri- 
ated sons of Kentucky, disfranchised and 
disowned by their native state for joining 
the confederacy. At Murfreesboro they lost 
their leader, Colonel Hanson, the father 
of the brigade, who Was killed while lead- 
ing them under the fire of fifty-two union 
cannons, a fire that not noly mowed down 
ranks of men, but laid the trees of the 
forest low, as with the smiting hand of a 
tornado. Thus they became doubly or- 
phaned, Professor Shaler, of Harvard, in 
his study of ‘‘Man and Nature in Ameri- 
ca,”’ speaks of the men composing this 
brigade as illustrating the highest type of 
American manhood. Numbering originally 
5,000, after three years of service in the 
hardest fields of the west, the “Orphans’’ 
entered upon the Atlanta series of battles 
only 1,140 strong. During the 100 days of 
fighting in retreat under Hood the rarks 
lost 860 wounded and killed. Fewer than 
fifty escaped unhurt, and only 240 remained 
for duty. The remnant of the Sixth, wi_h 
its flag and colonel, were captured at Jo1:es- 
boro by the Tenth Michigan. It was a say- 
ing in the west that Hood abandoned At- 
lanta because he had no more Kentuckians 
to use as breastworks. 

The color guard, which plays the chief 
part in the manipulation and defense of 
a battle flag, numbered in the union infan- 
try regiments eight mem and in the con- 
federate twelve. The color-bearcrs were 
sergeants, chosen for their fine soldierly 
appearance and records for bravery. 

As a rule, the voluteers were not given 
to brilliant deeds individually. Modern 
methods of fighting not only do not invte 
them, they scarcely furnish opportunities 
for them. But a chance to seize and ene- 
my’ flag ,single-handed, ofttimes lured men 
to a heroic death, and Colonel Ellsworth, 
the first flag martyr, had many imitators, 

In the charge on the stone wall at Fred- 
ericksburg, a charge equal in every re- 
spect to that of the pickett at Gettysburg, 
the o&th New York, in common with the 
rest of the Irish brigade, left its green- 
tufted heroes in rows along the falal barri- 
cade. The color-bearer fell mortally wound- 
ed, but he had strength left to detach the 
banner—the ‘stars and stripes’’—from the 
staff and wind it around him underneath 
his jacket. He then propped himself up 
against a bowlder to await death, and 
was found there with a bullet hole through 
his heart and through the flag that coy- 
ered it. 

The flag of the @d New York 
same brigade, met a similar fate 
cellorsville. Its bearer, Lloyd, 
down alone and unseen in the hazel thicket, 
and to save the banner from capture he 
disposed of it in the same way. The state 
banner of the 43d New York was jin like 
manner preserved in the Wilderness, when 
the bearer, Sergeant Hackett, knew that 
he and his charge were about to fall into 
the hands of the enemy. It remained un- 
der his uniform during a long imprison- 
ment at Andersonville, and at his death 
was buried with him. More tortunate, 
though not more worthy of praise, 
the valor of Color Sergeant W. UH.
